Substitute for constitutional amendment 
No. 6 was tonight discussed at length in 
committee. Senator Goaford explained 
the hill, which proposes to abolish the 
railroad commiaeioners and empower 
the legislature to make rates and fares. 
He said the only question was whether 
it was feasible and constitutional. There 
wan no doubt ol its necessity, and the 
people of the state are looking to the 
legislature for relief. 
The assembly committee on constitu- 


tional amendments will report favorably 
Fiulaysou's measure taking from the 
constitution and Hiving to the legislature 
the power of regulation taxation. 


The public printing committee decided 


on a thorough investigation of the state 
printing office.

Speaker 
Douglass was elected chairman of the 
Republican joint session after tbe reso- 
lutions were adopted.

They added a protest 
ngainet the recognition of Martin by the 
federal senate, and the statement and 
protest were telegraphed the Republican 
senatorial steering committee in Wash- 
ing ton. Tomorrow the Republicans will 
probably wait on some stalwart Demo- 
crat and ho^o to _get enough dissatisfied 
Democrats and I'opallata to effect an 
election.

The negro fled, jumped a back fence 


and hid in an outhouse. In the mean- 
time the noiso brought John Barrett, 
who caught the negro, but tbe latter 
turned and atabbed Barrett three timer, 
killing him instantly.
